LONDON, Jan. 8.—Buenos. Ayres cable ad- 
vices to-day report the breaking out of a rev- 
olution in Chili.

THE REPORT CONFIRMED. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 8.—Dispatches were re- 
ceived to-day indicating outbreaks and 
troublesome times inthe rather quiet and 
staid country of Chill. Mr. Jeffrey, 
of the firm of Flint & Co., 
was seen gnd_ said: ‘*Yes, we have 
had several letters and and also some later 
dispatches which give accounts of the dif_i- 
culty pretty fully. The whole trouble is be- 
tween the President and the Congress. The 
people, through the Congress, want some 
laws made which wili be concessions to the 
lower classes. The President refuses to call 
the Congress together and does not desire the 
laws made. I supposethe overbearing and 
tyrannical actionof the President has ex- 
asperated the public and led to the rumors of 
an outbreak which you have heard. The ex- 
change is down to 22 pence, which is the low- 
est it has been for years.’’

Scotland’s Big Railway Strike. 


GLASGOW, Jan. 8.—Another day in the his- 
tory ofthe great Scotch railroad strike has 
opened without any signs of definite improve- 
ment in the situation being shown. The ralil- 
road directors have repeatedly announced 
that the strike was practically over; that the 
strikers were beaten and that the usual traffic 
upon all the lines had been resumed. These 
statements were believed at first, butit now 
seems that the utterances of the railroad offi- 
Cilals were not correct. In and about. this 
neighborhood there are still about 6,000 
men out’ and on strike and spite of 
the statements made by the com- 
anies’ representatives, the freight traffic Is 
not being improved. On the other hand, the 
strikers are continually receiving financial 
and moral support from the various trade 
unions ,throughout Great Britain. Though 
the sums received by each striker are small 
and far from being sufficient to keep their 
families from suffering, the aid received en- 
ablesthemto keep up the fightagainst the 
railroad companies, The -general public is 
longing for some kind of a settlement to*be 
arrived at between the companies and their 
employes. 

PUBLIC IRRITATION. 

Lonpon, Jan. 8.—Public irritation over the 
dead lock in the Scotch Railway traffic is in- 
creasing. The Glasgow Presbytery has ap- 
pointed a strong committee to endeavor to 
secure a compromise. 


Baron Wissmann’s Bad Luck. 


BERLIN, Jan. 8.—Last Saturday’s dispatch 
from here is confirmed by the official news 
that Emin Pasha is to be Governor of the Lake 
Region of the German South Africa.

. Borse City, Idaho, Jan.8.—Advices received 
from Pocatello, Idaho, state that the Indians 
on the Fort Sill reservation have been danc- 
ing and 200 of them, in war-paint, have taken 

-to the mountains with arms, causing great 
excitement. Gov. Wiley has been asked to 
order the militia to Pocatello, and probably a 
company of United States cavalry at the bar-, 
racks will be sent there. The Indians 
on the reserve number 1,500, more 
than half of whom are _  Bannocks, 
who caused the prolonged war twelve 
yearsago. The people of Pocatello have al- 
most no arms and the towns of Blackfoot and 
Eagle Rock are on the border of the reserve.

HOSTILES COMING IN. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. §.—Gen. Schofield 
received the following telegram from Gen. 
Miles, dated Pine Ridge Agency, Jan. 8: 

‘*Seventy Indians came in from hostile 
camp to-day and reports from them are that 
Red Cloud, Little Wqund, Two Strike and Big 
Road and others will come in to-morrow.’’ 

THE KILLING OF CASEY. 

Later Gen. Shofield received another tele- 
gram from Gen. Miles. detailing the circum- 
stances of the killing of Lieut. Casey by the 
Indidns as follows: . 

Reports from Gen. Brooke state that Lieut. 
E.W.Casey, Twenty-second Infantry, was 
killed to-day. There has been fighting and 
skirmishing on that part of the line for 
Several days. Lieut. Casey was out 
with his scouts watching the hostile 
camp, and with one Cheyenne met two 
Indians, an Ogalialia anda Brule. The Ogal- 
lalla warned Iieut. Casey that the Brules 
were badand would shoot. As Liet. Casey 
turnedto go away the Brule fired, striking 
him in the back of the head and killing him 
instantly. Lieut. Casey was one of the most 
brilliant and honored officers in the service. 
Thereisa report of heavy firing in or near 
the hostile camp that may be between the 
two elements of the Indian camp. 

Secretary Proctor said this morning: ‘‘I 
do not know when I have heard of anything 
that has shocked me more than the news of 
Lieut.

AN EDUCATED SIOUX’S LETTER. 

Bosvon, Mass., Jan. 8.—Dr. Charles A. 
Gustman, a full blood Sioux Indian who 
graduated with high honors from the Boston 
Medical School last summer, writes a very 
interesting letter to a friend here on the bat- 
tle of Wounded Knee Creek, which he says 
wasa massacre. He Said he was not permitted 
to visit the scene by the soldiers until the day 
after and then, on this visit, two days after 
the fight, he found the ground covered with 
wounded and suffering men, women and chil- 
dren and the place filled withdead. He says 
he found a dead squaw and two children far 
away from camp and they had been killed by 
soldiers. 

HOSTILES FIGHTING AMONG THEMSELVES, 

PINE RIDGE AGENCY, 8. D., Jan. 8.—The 
hostile Indians fought among themselves yes- 
terday evening, resulting in a number of 
deaths among the fighting men.

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‘A NEWSPAPER'S VALUE. 


FEATURES OF AN INTERESTING IN- 
QUIRY IN THE PROBATE COURT. 


What D. M. Houser’s Paper Paid for an 
Associated Press Membership—A Mid- 
dleman’s Big Slice—Chas. W. Knapp of 
the ‘“‘Republic’’ and His Notions. 


In the hearing in the Probate Court on 8S. N. 
Holliday’s application for extraordinary al- 
lowance as curator ofT. H. Pratt, in which 
his loan of $150,000 on the Republicis attached 
some evidence was taken this morning. The 
arguments were heard this afternoon. 
It was expected that the case 
would be finished yesterday, but that 
was not possible. Five witnesses were on the 
stand to-day. D. M. Houser, President of 
the Globe Printing Co., the publisher of the 
Globe- Democrat, was the first witness. Mr. 
Holliday called him to testify as to the value 
of the Republic property, and particularly its 
membership in the Western Associated Press. 
Mr. Houser said he had not been 
in _the Reaublic building for many 
years, but he thought it might 
be good security for $150,000. He based that 
opinion on what he knew of the building, its 
location and probable contents of the build- 
ing. An Associated Press membership might 
be worth a great dealand it might be worth 
nothing. A membership was worth what you 
had to pay for it. The rules of the asso- 
clation provided that the consent of the mem- 
bers in the terrritory must be obtained before 
another member could be admitted who 
would be their competitor. The Democrat had 
been compelled to pay a large sum fora mem- 
bership. 

THE ‘‘DEMOCRAT’S’’ FRANCHISE. 

When asked what it had paid he at first re 
fused to state and the Court held that he could 
not be compelled to disclose his private busti- 
ness. He afterward withdrew his ob- 
jection and said the Democrat had 
bought a German newspaper, the 
Staats-Zeitung simply to get the Associated 
Press membership. They paid $37,500 for the 
paper, and he understood that between $10,000 
and $15,000 of this had gone into a middle 
man’s pocket, though he did not know this to 
be a fact. 

‘**How much would a franchise or member- 
ship in the Western Associated Press cost 
now?’’ Mr. Holliday asked. 

‘I don’t know. The Globe- Democrat, Repub- 
lic, POST- DISPATCH, Westliche- Post, Anzieger and 
Amerika proprietors might get together and 
agree to let a new comer have a new franchise 
for $20,000, and then they niight ask more. I 
can’t say what the cost would be. It might 
be only $10,000.’’ 

A **REPUBLIC’’ VIEW. 

Charles W. Knapp of the Republic was re- 
called to testify as to the value of a member: 
ship in the Western Associated Press. 
He said .a_ St. Louis membership 
for a morning paper was worth $100,000. 
He added: ‘‘In fact I would be willing to 
guarantee that I could dispose of such a fran- 
¢chise for $100,000.’’ ° 

‘*To whom do you think you could sell it for 
such a sum?’’ Mr. Kinealy asked.

Gov. Russell’s Message. 


Boston, Mass., Jan. 8.—In his message to 
the Legislature to-day Gov. Russell advocates 
an amendment to the constitution of the 
State annulling so much ofitas requires the 
payment ofataxasa qualification for vot- 
ing. Heaftivises thatthe law requiring the 
publication of election expenses be extended 
and be made more stringent. The Governor 
deals with the question of the ‘‘lobby’’ at 
great lentth. Hesays: ‘‘It is far easier to 
state the evil than suggest the remedy. 
Clearly it is impossible and improper to pre- 
vent a constituent or other persons 
from having the freest access to a legislator. 
This constitutional right, guaranteed tothe 
people, gives opportunity to the lobby todo 
its work. Prevention by non-intercourse is 
theréfore impossible. Prevention by pub- 
licity is possible, and I would suggest for your 
consideration whether a remedy may not be 
found in this direction by making it easier 
than it is now, ,publiely to  in- 
vestigate the methods used and money 
spent on pending legislation, and also by 
granting powerto some propeéR_officer be- 
fore a measure finally becomes a’ law to de- 
mand under oatha full and detailed state- 
mentasto these matters. The fear of pub- 
licity and through it of defeat, may stop im- 
proper practices by making them worse than 
useless.’’ 

Gov. Russell strongly recommends that the 
Legisiature petition Congress totake action 
for the proper protection of railroad em- 
ployes against the dangers to which they are 
exposed. 


The New Hampshire Legislature. 

ConcorRD, N. H., Jan. 8.—Gov. Hiram A. 
Tuttie, in his message to the New Hampshire 
Legislature, sent in to-day, deals. with a 
wide range of subjects, mainly of local in- 
terest. Hestrongly advises the Legislature 
to enact a secret ballot law. The Governor 
says, regarding immigration! 

**Through the efforts of the Commissioner 
of Immigration, witha small appropriation, 
more than thirty-five abandoned farms have 
been repopulated, mainly by Americans, 
andthe business of summer entertainment 
largely increased. Encouraged by such re- 
sults from his efforts the Commissioner sug- 
gests an appropriation by the Legislature to 
prepare and issue a publication descriptive 
and illustrative of the attractions of New 
Hampshire in such form that copies of it may 
have wide circulation. The commission, 
moreover, states ‘‘from the best statistics at 
our command, there have been left inthe 
State by summer tourists during the year 
more than $5,000,000. Alarge portion of this 
has been left with the farmers.’’ 


The Idaho Senatorial Elections. 


Boise City, Idaho, Jan. 8.—There. are 
rumors afloat here ofa starting move tobe 
made in connection with the recent Senatori- 
al election.

A NORTH 8T. LOUIS ELOPEMENT, WITH 
SOME QUEER FEATURES. 


A Letter-Carrier Asks His Wife to Receive 
the Girl With Whom He Intended to 
Run Away—A Touching Story of a 
Friend’s Duplicity. 


On New Year’s Eve pretty Bertha Neff left 
her father’s house without a word of expla- 
nation or of intimation that she would not 
return. Her sisters and brothers were gath- 
ered around the family fireside awaiting the 
stroke of 12 which would ring out the 
old year. Her = father, Christ Neff, 
the wealthy saloon-keeper of North 
St. Louis, was also present, and completed 
the family gathering, the mother having 
been dead for some years and the younger 
children being looked after by Miss Emma 
Neff, the oldest daughter, The home which 
Bertha deserted as the year was ending is the 
well-known garden and stopping-place for 
funeral parties kept by Christ Neff at 6212 
North Broadway. She has not returned or 
communicated with her family. 

A PROBABLE ELOPEMENT. 

_ From developments following her disap- 
pearance, itis made apparently certain that 
she left her home to flee with J. Ben Nichols, 
a leading Republican politician of North 8t, 
Louis, who was a letter-carrier for the dis- 
trictin which the Neff homestead was lo- 
cated, Nichols, whoisa married man, has 
also disappeared from home, leaving a 
wife and three little children at 
4059 Kossuth avenue in almost destitute 
circumstances. He had known the Neff family 
for years and had watched Bertha grow up 
from a pretty school girl into a quiet and win- 
ning woman of 18. That he had succeeded in 
inspiring her with a passion strong enough to 
draw her from the path of virtue Was never 
suspected for a moment, and the flight of the 
guilty pair has brought sorrow and desolation 
into two respectable familles. 


The case was first made public late yester-.. 


day afternoon, andthe story told this morn- 
ing is a peculiarly touching one in spirit and 
incident. When Bertha left home on New 
Year’s eve it was supposed she was going to 
visit some neighbor. But when the night 
passed and New Year’s Day dawned with the 
young girl still absent from home 
the family became alarmed, and 
the eldest daughter, Emma, confided to 
her father her belief that Bertha had run 
away with some lover. There was no suspi- 
cion as to the identity of the lover, however, 
and when, in the course of New Year’s morn- 
ing, J.Ben Nichols, the letter carrier,dropped 
into Neff’s saloon the fathertold him of his 
daughter’s disappearance. Nichols, it is said, 
expressed the deepest sympathy with the 
family and volunteered to use every effort in 
his power to discover the wayward girl’s 
whereabouts, | 

As has been learned bythe father of the 
girl, since that last glimpse of Nichols in the 
role of the family friend, the man must have 
been playing a most villainous part. Accord- 
ing to Neff’s story, at midnight of the New 
Year, Nichols appeared ‘at his own 
home on Kossuth avenue, with Bertha 
Neff and told his wife that the 
girl would have to stop-with them for some 
time. Mrs. Nichols, itis sald, flatly refused 


to consent to such an arrangement, and in- 


sisted upon her husband taking the girl back 
to her own home.

not imagine. Of course, he ‘was here every 
day delivering letters, and he knew all my 
children well and would talk with both my 
grown daughters, but we knew he was 
married and had a family, and the 
least thing like love-making on his part 
would have been noticed at once. I cannot 
say Whether or not he may have been in the 
habit of meeting Bertha away from home. 
That was possible, of course, but I believe 
that he also must have corresponded with 
herand made arrangements for the filght 
in that way.. He certainly did not have 
much chance for talking love to her here. 

**On New Year’s morning Iwas in a good 
humor and was calling toallmy children to 
come into my room where I could wishthema 
happy New Year. When my oldest daughter 
came in she was cryingand said that Bertha 
had not returned home that night, and 
that she was afraid that she 
had run away. That spoiled our 
New Year, and I was feeling awful 
blue in my saloon when this man Nichols 
came in with some letters. Itold him about 
Bertha’s disappearance and the scoundrel 
put on along face and said he would help to 
find her. Heknewthat very moment right 
where she was,’’ and the father then told the 
story of Mrs. Nichols’ Visit to him the day 
after New Year’s and of the story of 
the gulity pair appearing at Nichols’ home 
New Year’s night. **This is all 
we know so far,’’ concluded Mr. Neff, ‘‘and 
it only makes us sure that Nichols and Bertha 
have eloped together,.’’ 

MEMBERS OF THE SAME LODGE. 

It appears that Nichols and the father of the 
missing girl were fellow-officers of a lodge of 
Knights of Honorin North st. Louis, Nichols 
being the Chancellor and Christ Neff the High 
Priest. The latter in his statements alluded 
to the fact,as showing the friendly terms 
upon which they stood, 

A call at the residence of the missing mail 
earrier at 4059 Kossuth avenue found the front 
gate locked, and after Jumping the fence the 
reporter found that the house was also de- 
serted. The neighbors had not seen Mrs, 
Nichols since the previous day, and sup- 
posed she might possibly have goneto her 
relatives or friends for the day. At 
the North St. Louis Post -office 
nothing has been heard of Nichols, 
He was spoken of asanemployeof the Post- 
office for the past sixteen years, and a good 
Jetter-carrier.

They were satisfied with their wages, or 
would have-been but for the 40 cents a day 
tax assessed against each man for fas 
When the committee from their assembly of 
the Knights of Labor called on the company 
with their grievance Mr. St. John refused to 
recognize them, as he didn’t want to be dic- 
tated to as regards his business by any or- 
ganization. If, however, they would come 
he would listen to them.

THE FINANCIAL STATUS.| 


THE RAILROAD PRESIDENTS’ MEETING 
| IN NEW YORE IN SESSION, 


The Prospects for the Formation of a Satis- 
factory Agreement Excellent—Bank of 
England Discount Rates Reduced—The 
Market Firm. 


New York, Jan. 8.—The market to-day ts 
essentially a waiting one, no one feeling in- 
clined to speculate heavily until the rajiroad 
magnates now in conference have arrived at 
gome conclusion. The attention of Wall 
street is closely fixed on the railroad meeting 
and the likelihood is that everything will be 
held in abeyance until the result of their de- 
liberations is known. The opinion on the 
street is that the prospects for an agreement 
are better now than they have ever been.

“SON OF THE STEPPES.” 


SERGIUS STEPNIAK, THE RUSSIAN NI- 
> HILIST, WILL VISIT 8T. LOUIS. 


The Career of the Mysterious Champion lai 
the Rights of the Russian Peasantry— 
He Regrets the Necessity of Using Vio- 
lence. 


Sergius Stepniak, the Russian Nihilist who 
has for years been an exile in London, Eng- 
land, and who is now in New York City, will 
probably visit St. Louis. Stepniak is one of 
the correspondents of George Kennan, the 
Siberian traveler, who at a reception given 
him by the Press Club of this city was given 
the plan of crystallizing the sentiments of 
American audiences, upon the lines of which 
work was subsequently done in Boston, Phila- 
delphia and Washington, to which much of 
the credit of the defeat of the Ryssian treaty 
is due. 

In this country Stepniak will attempt to 
harvest the field planted and cultivated by 
George Kennan and a score of newspaper 
writers who have seen more or less clearly 
the needs and difficulties of the Russian peo- 
ple. 

Outside of Russia the life of Stepniak would 
belong between the covers of a romantic 
novel. In Russia itis not unusual. His real 
name is not known, but is concealed, it is 
said, to save his family from the persecution 
ofthe Ozar’s police. More than halfof his 


88 years have been spent in serving his peo- 
ple. He was one of the founders of the Rus- 
sian revolutionary press when,the inade- 
quacy of printing presses abroad being re- 
cognized, the revolutionary party estab- 
lished its organs inthe very capital of the 
Czar, 

Persons of imagination have surrounded 
the name of Stepniak with stories of blood 
and violation in Russia. 

One relates that in August, 1878, five months 
after the acquittal of Vera Sassulitch for the 
attempted assassination of the Prefect of the 
Russian police, his successor, Gen. Mesentzeff, 
was stabbed twice in the back by a well 
dressed man while he was walking in an un- 
frequented street in St. Petersburg. The man 
rushed to a carriage 200 yards distant and 
was driven away before he could be caught or 
identified. The driver of the carriage and its 
owner, Dr. Weimer, the Court physician, 
were sentenced to penal servitude for life in 
the mines of Eastern Siberia. The actual 
murderer, whose name was Kazcheffsky, the 
story goes on to say, escaped to London and 
assumed the name of Stepniak. 

Another story relates that Stepnivk was a 
professor ina Russian university who was 
obliged to leave the country on account of 
the liberality of his views. He fledto Ger- 
many, but that harbor became unsafe on 


account of the close relations of German 
and Russian police and Stepniak found .a 
secure a e in London. 

Stepniak vee in retirement and few per- 
sons could make their way to his London 
er yaa an insolated villa in 8st. John’s 


Heis known there only through his books 
and his appearadces at socialistic and reform 
meetings. 

EPNIAK’S VIEWS.

NOT ALLOWED TO WORK. 


AN EFFORT TO SHUT UP THE RUBY 
MINES FAILS, 


The New Men Sent to the Pits by the Con- 
sumers Coal Co. Resisted by the 
Strikers-A Sheriff's Posse to Be 
Sent Out. 


An attempt was made by the Consumers 
Coal Co, of &. Louis to-day to start up the 
Ruby Mipes near Caseyville, St. Clair Coun- 
ty, Tl., tat they were not successful in 
their efforts. Yesterday they notified Sheriff 
Dawson o/ %. Clair County to hold himself in 
readiness ‘x quell a disturbance which they 
feared weld occur at the mines. The com- 
pany sabi tht the miners who had been 
thrown out of employment had not 
as yet committed any wrongful act, 
but that thely attitude was threatening 
and trow¥le migh\: occur at any time. Sheriff 
Dawson was informed that the company in- 
tended to endeavor to start work this morn- 
ing and that it was feared thatthe men who 
were out might attempt to interfere with 
the new handg. 

GIVEN TWO DEPUTIES. 

At their request he gave the company two 
deputies to assist in protecting the new em- 
ployes and preserving order at the mines. 
These two deputies started out early this 
morning with thé superintendent of the mines, 
Caseyville is on the Ohio & Mississippi road 
about twelve miles from &t, Louis and the 
Ruby mines are about ree miles from 
Caseyville. AS was sta in yesterday’s 
PoOsT-DISPATCH the trouble grew out of the 
Consumers Coal Co., which operates the 
Ruby mines, reducing the pay of its miners 
from 42 cents per box to 8 cents per 
box. The men refused to submit 
to the lower schedule of pay and 
last Saturday they were given in full the 
money due them and discharged. The Con- 
sumers’ company advertised for new men to 
take their places and soon had thirty-four men 
on the ground, but the miners who are out, 
numbering sixty men, refused to let the new 
men enter the shaft of the mines. This led to 
the summoning of the Sheriff’s force 
to protect the new employes and enable 
them to work. The thirty-four men 
have been boarding at Caseyville 
for the past twoor three days at the compa- 
ny’s expense, byt have not dared to work. 
This morning twenty orthirty more men were 
sent up by the company on the early train to 
go to work in the mines, the idea being to set 
the full new force, numbering all told, about 
sixty men at work in the mines with the dep- 
uty sheriffs on hand to see that the men 
whose places were being filled committed no 
violence. 

GUARDED THE PITS. 

When an effort was made to get the new 
men to work, the locked-out hands held 
conversations with them and persuaded 
many not to accept employment at 
the mines. It is also claimed 
that they used intimidation, At any ratethey 
were successful in their efforts for the new 
men who were brought there by the conipany 
did not start to work despite the 
fact that the deputy sheriffs were 
on hands. They probably thought the force 
of deputies inadequate to afford them much 
protection in case the strixers sought to do 
them violence, The mining company wascon- 
fident of getting to work, and were somewhat 
disappointed attheturn affairs took. They 
are determined, however, they state, to op- 
erate the mines, and they will probably try 
another force to-morrow and have more offi- 
cers of the law on hand to protect their em- 
ployes. The coal company sticks to its state- 
ment that 35 cents per box for their coal is 
equal to 2 cents per bushel, the regular sched- 
ule price at other mines, and they have 
agreed to pay their men by the day 
instead of by the box, giving the 
blasters $2.25 per day and the loaders $1.75 
per day, which they say is the standard 
wages at all mines which pay by the day.

SHOULD BE INVESTIGATED. 


The Enforced Slavery of Italian Gaborers 
in South Carolina. 


NEw YorK, Jan. 8.—Chief Central Labor In- 
spector Mulholland sent to the District Attor- 
mey yesterday the affidavit of an Italian 
named Garribaldi, who calledat the barge 
office after being a prisoner in the phosphate 
beds of South Carolina for nearly two years. 
During that time he anda number of his com- 
panions were ill-treated and one of their 


number shot dead while trying to escape 
from the place. Celestino Dimarco of East 
One Hundred and THirteenth street, this city, 
isalleged to be mainly responsible for the 
cruelty and killing of the men, according to 
the story told to Inspector Mulholland. 
Garribaldi arrived here in 1888, and answered 
an advertisement calling for 300 men at No. 
47 Mulberry street. He went there and was 
engaged to go to work in Jackscnborough, 
Colleton County, S. C., being told that he 
could earn $2,a day. About thirty other 
Itallans were engaged at the same time. 
Fifty cents a day was the average salary 
earned, and out of thatthe men had to pay 
for their rations, which they were compelled 
to buy from-Dimarco. The huts or were 
compelled to live in were in a frightful condi- 
tion. The workmen began to rebel, and a 
guard of twelve men with rifles and pistols 
was placed about the camp, with instruc- 
tions to shoot the first man who tried 

Hesecape. Tothe negroes who.lived out side 

he camp Dimarco offered a reward of $10 for 
every man that they brought back who at- 
‘tempted to pores Dominico Peni, a Vene- 
tian named ‘‘Johnnie,’’ and Nicola Valeen 
managed to escape and took to the woods 
and attempted to reach a railroad station 
seven miles away. They were within a short 
distance of the place whena train rolled by 
and a man named Peppino, with half a dozen 
others jumped from the platform, covering 
the runaways with their rifies. Peni tried to 
escape and ran for water ahead of him. He 
was fired on by Peppino and fell in the water 
and has never since been heard of.

FOREST PARK’S FUTURE 


SEVERAL PLANS FOR ITS MANAGEMENT 
BEING CON SIDERED.

Its Importance as a Resort andthe Neces- 
sity of Giving It More Attention Being 
Recognized—The Cates Avenue Con- 
troversy, 


The future of Forest Park is now calling the 


serious att@ntion of the Mayor, the City Coun- | 
sellor and the Park Commissioner, and all | 


three are thinking over several plans, which, 
as yet, are in a rather undefined shape. 
One planis to have the park put into the 


hands of a regular commission, which shall | 
apply to the improvement of the park such | 
funds as are raised by taxation on the prop- | 
erty in the immediate neighborhood. The | 


second plan is to have a_i »boulevard 


district established and have it include , 
Forest Park. The third plan is to continue to | 
run it under the present system with larger | 


appropriations, 

To put into effect the first twoarrangements 
it would be netessary to have the State Legis- 
lature take some action in the matter. 
If the park is put into the hands 
of a commision, the plan would be 


similar to that {nder which Lincoln Park in 
Chicago isrun.|The Governor appointed a 
specified number of Commissioners who 
shall have contro), and to supply the money 
forthe maintenance, the property around 
the park is taxed with a special park tax. 

Under the second system the State Legisla- 
ture can pass an enactment declaring that in 
cities of a certaiz population all streets in 
and within a certain distance of parks of a 
certain size shall be boulevards to be used for 
light traffic only and majntained by a special 
tax on the property they run through. In this 
way money raised on the streets surrounding 
the park could be divided between these 
streets and the roads inthe park. Mayor 
Noonan was seen and said: ‘‘Mr. Gibson has 
suggested to me the plan of putting the park 
in the hands of a commission, but of 
all the plans suggested the one I 
favor most is the one establishing 
areguilar and well defined system of boule- 
vards in and around the park, under such 
conditions as would give it more revenue. To 
fix the thing properly we would have to get 
some State legislation on it, but I think that 
could be all arranged.’’ Mr. Richard Klemm, 
the Park Commissioner: said: ‘*There 
are a great many things to be considered 
concerning any andall of the future atrrange- 
ments for Forest Park as it is changing 
rapidly willfrom now requirea great deal 
more attention than it has heretofore re- 
ceived ;next year beside what men we can get 
from the Police Department we will need a 
large number of watchmed and such to look 
after the people. Now the only point 
to consider seriously is, what is the 
best way to raise the most money, with 
Forest Park to-day the all-important item 
is money, and lots ofit. If, upon care /ul in- 
vestigation, it is found that under a commis- 
sion more money can be raised than in any 
other way, welland good. If it is found that 
the boulevard system will givethe greatest 
returns, why, adopt that. 

‘*These subjects require a good deal of care- 
ful attention and just at present I doubt if the 
property around the park is rich enough to 
stand the expense of maintaining it. We 
would have to assess the values there and see 
what could be raised by a reasonable taxa- 
tion. 

By the first of the summer Forest Park will 
be reached by four or five rapid transit roads, 
drawing their traffic from/all parts of the 
city, and it will be in comsequence a very 
important place anda good deal of money 
will be needed to keep it in order.
